EDITORIAL 


LAND WANTED 


Of some significance was the announce- 
ment concerning the limited number of 
building allotments available in Altona. 

To an extent it reflected the wisdom of 
the council policy and direction of sub- 
divisional expansion. Residential develop- 
ment has by zoning and reserved areas, been 
rigidly controlled. Only two or three square 
miles of the Shire’s 14 square miles are resi- 
dential. These areas to a very large extent 

- are provided with roads, footpaths and ser- 
vices. 

Of equal importance is the implied fact 
that a new era in Altona’s progress is about 
to commence. First we had Altona the beach 
hamlet, then the growth extending from 





Footscray and Newport building up its north 
and east. Now a controlled expansion to the 
west is indicated. This may be post-poned 
for a short time. There are still areas around 
Grieve Highway and Seaholme to be de- 
veloped or considered but a westward move 


is inevitable. 

The council has rightly used its man- 
date to prevent needless or wasteful expan- 
sion, But it has also a real responsibility to 
seeing that prospective home builders are 
not frustrated by lack of suitable land at 
economic prices. 

; It's position is strong. Most land 
the west is either Crown Land or classed as 
rural, or otherwise needing government sanc- 
tion for release for other purposes. There- 
fore, future sub-divisional areas can be 
authorised when and wherever advisable. 
In addition Crown Land if released for the 
| purpose, would presumably, by present gov- 
: ernment policy, be disposed of to definite 
home builders at approximate cost. 

To keep up with the current rate of 
housing development, areas complete with 
roads and services must be provided. 

Ignoring speculative purchases, Altona 
now needs at least 100 acres of land each 
year for its home building. To cater for 
varying tastes and needs of home seekers 
it is desirable of course that land be available 
in a diversity of locations. 

For this reason at least the opening of 
the areas west of Altona should be com- 
menced before suitable land in other parts 
of Altona is reduced to the minimum.

Two Altona Women 
Commended 


Justices of the Peace 
at Williamstown Court 
commended two Altona 
ladies for their public 
spirit in causing the ap- 
prehension of a suspected 
burglar on November 2.
